The bungalow is still standing 
but the foundation is believed to 
have been affected. Investigations 
are being carried out to-day. 

- The doors and ail the window 
panes wert blown in whil& 
furniture inside the house was 
charged by the blast. The walls 
were also blackened and most of 
the plaster has disappeared, 


Trees and bushes in the neigh- 
bourhood were singed and 
rooted, but fortunately there were 
no casualties 

One or two servants employed 
in the. bungalow had their hair 
singed, but except for shock, re- 
ceived when: the explosion shook

Details have now been receiv- 
ed of the death of Lieut.-Commdr. 
W. A. Enliot, R.N., formerly of the 


| Asiatic Petroleum Co., in Shang- 


hai. Commdr, ElNot was report- 
ed to have lost his life some 
weeks ago while in action, and 
many persons obtained from the 
despatch the impression that he 
had been killed while in the Medi- 
terranean. A letter from his wife 
to friends in Shanghal, parts of 
which are published below, shows 
that he was drowned after having 
saved the life of a wounded sea- 
man in his ship, H.M.S. Marshona, 
which was Jost after the sinking 
of the German battleship Bismarck 
in the Atlanti¢e. The letter also 
shows the high esteem in which 
the late Commdr. Elliot was held 
by his superiors. The extracts 
follow: 


Captain’s Tribute « 


Now I have heard how he Inst 
his fe. You will be so proud of 
him. I will be too one day, when 
T can feel anything at all’ beyond 
this agony of srief and bewilder- 
ment, : 

Captain of Mashona wrote: “He 
die@ upholding the very finest 
traditions of the Service, a death 
of which any naval officer would 
be proud. We had all witnessed 
the final sinking of the Bismarck 
and later the Mashona was _ hit 
and sank. ‘Your husband gave 
his life saving a wounded sailor. 
When we all had to take to the 
water he made himself responsible 
for this wounded ratine, and des- 
pite the heavy swell managed to 
tow him and get a line around 
him, so that he was eventually re- 
scued. This must have exhausted 
your hushand more than he 
thought, and in spite of every 
effort made by H.M.S. Tartar he 
was unable to be rescued, and 
was, to our great sorrow drown- 
ed. His body was picked up later 
by H.M.C.S. St. Clair and buried 
at sea. This very gallant act I 
have reported to my higher au- 
thorities.”

Fire-Fighters’ Bravery 


Most of the many small fires 
started by bombs were quickly 
put out and damage done below 
decks was soon shored up, but a 
serious fire in a section of one 
hangar defied all efforts of the 
reinforced fire-fighting parties. 
Damage caused by a heavy bomb 
in this section hampered efforts 
to fight the flames, but from time 
to time the fire-fighters made 
sallies into the burning hangar.
